country of coin. Gold has disappeared 
from circulation and silver is rapidly 
going oat of the country. Though 
law has been enacted prohibiting the 
exportation of silver it cannot be en 
forced, as the people in the.frontiei 
provinces take the coin across the fron 
tier. The Madrid triint is"cbiuing 
million pesetas daily,, but in conse 
qcience of the he^vy exportation o 
silver that is not sufficient to avert i 
monetary crisis. The Minister, of-Fi 
n&nee now proposes to have more sil 
ver coined at the French mint for cir 
oulation in Spain as it is now th.e,. on?iy 
metallic money in the hauds of th 
masses of the people. 


Oor government is now paying on 


gold for everything to that it will bav 
an excuse for issuing more bonds an 
thus satisfy the sharks who expect r. 
profit by the necessities of tbe countr 
during the war with Spain. An issu 
of greenbacks,'mads a legal tender fn 
all debts, public and private, woali 
answer the purpose of bonds and sav 
the peop.le the payment of interest, bn 
It wonld bennsatisfactory to the mone 
kings and they control the Administra 
tion.

ministration, therefore, is opposed't 
issuing non-interest bearing legal ten 
der notes. 


THJC INCOHK TAX DKCISION. 


Tha Democrats and Silver men in 


the House of ^Representatives proposed 
un amendment to the war revenue bill 
providing for a tax on incomes. In 
advocacy of the amendment, ^Represen- 
tative-Clayton said: 


The onrly fathers of the Republic 


when they needed extraordinary rer 
enue imposed a tax upon carriages, 
which at that time were only owned by 
the rich, and the-United-States Su- 
preme Court upheld the constitution- 
ality of that tax. 
When the govern- 


ment was in trouble in 1862, Congress 
again imposed a tny, and was upheld 
by an undivided ooart in 1868. la 1880 
iue Supreme Court of the United 
States aaii.i unanimously decided in 
favor of t'id constitutionality of the in- 
co ne tax. The law of 1894 was decided 
unconstitutional by-a majority of one. 
Tho fact militates againsr, the value of 
the decision as a precedent.

: Yesterday was a notable -in the his- 
tory of the University of Nevada in 
various ways. It waa not only the 
closing day of the Commencement for 
thffye'ar 1898 and.the commencement 
of practical life of the graduates, but it 
served as a lesson in patriotism, love of 
country and profound respect for the 
flag which not only impreased the 
younger people present, .but made 
those of more advanced years overflow 
tfitb patriotic enthusiasm and pride, 
that they were privileged to stand 
under the iolds of a free flag and upon 
free soil, where the moat lowly in the 
land are accorded the earns rights and 
the same eonaideration in_the affairs 
of the govern meat,'-the" educational in- 
stitutions, social relations and' general 
affairs of life as't'tie wealthiest, mag- 
nate, or the duly..qualified official of 
the military branch of the nation. On 
occasions similar to that of yesterday

'been announced to deliver" "the annual 
address, -was 'introduced, • Mr. • Platb 
had chosen for his subject .''Earth 
Bears no Balsam for Mistakes." The 
speaker reviewed the'hjstory of 'Spain',' 
the attrocitiea committed by her peo- 
ple'under the guise' of a self-ntyled 
Christian nation, her degrading and 
semi-barbaric influences, the treatment 
of her •'colonies. 
The speaker then 


spoke of the present conflict with 
SpajnYin which the United States were 
compelled in the cause of justice and 
in ...behalf., ot_aru enslaved, yet liberty- 
loving and self-supporting:'people to 
intervene and in the name of humanity 
and progressive civilization crush, if 
the necessity, demands it, a nation 
which is a menace to civilization and 
progression- ami' the past history of 
which proves.is. not worthy to have an 
existence. Mr. Piatt fully justified the 
course of the United States in tb'.s 
war and believed ttiat the action of this 
Government would be accorded tbe 
approval-of every-civilized nation in 
the world. Mr. Platt is an eloquent 
and earnest speaker and his address 
was highly appreciated, 
-•The Scholarship address1 by Mr. 3( 0. 
S. Stubbs followed, on "Success, Its 
Imp'ulse and Achievement." Mr. Stubbs 
spoke from a practical view of--life, 
saying that to acquire-success one 
must have an aim and a purpose. That 
success iu life as" a rula was'gained 
from small, beginnings not from any 
sudden achievement. 
Apparent suc- 


cess 
might 
be "gained by sudden 


achievement/'buTff was usually tempo- 
rary. In obusine'ss life_ tbis; was con- 
staofly demonstrated. Great ends must 
be acoomplisheci-by perseverance: Dis- 
appointments would come^ bu^ ,they 
should soon be dismissed and the trial 
for success renewed. He mentioned 
the natnea of many military heroes and 
told how they had slowly but gradually 
worked-'.theic. way to promotion*' a'nd 
won an honored name. This waa tbe 
casd ..with^inventors, students and in 
all walks. First decide upon an aim 
to be accomplished, then devote every 
energy to, attain it. No matter how 
small the beginning or how slight the 
progresa, never be discouraged for suc- 
cess .would .eventually, be the reward. 
Mr. Stubbs gave practical suggestions 
and advice to the graduates • of the 
Cias'a of '98 an'd urged them to have a 
purpose and then to do and strive to 
reach the! rung in'the ladder of fame 
ijpoiTwhiieh they had set" their minds 
and saocess'wbnld be assured.

Science. Dr. Stubbs proceeded to con- 
fer tbe.degrees and when he reached 
tbe place Fred Linacott' was to have 
occupied he told the audience why he 
was abseut. That ho had been COTI 
missioned by Governor Sadler as Cap- 
tain of First Nevada Troop, U. S. Cav- 
alry, and was now at his post of duty 
and would probably paaa through Beno 
aoon on his way to the front to obey 
his country's call. In addressing each 
graduate, speaking words of praise, 
encouragement anil 'cbugra'tulati'dn' on 
having finished tneir oouraei at the 
University and bidding them to ~liave 
hope' a ad .opufld.e.noe,, i,u, the ^futu 
President Stubbs stopped in front oi 
the place reserved for Linscott and ad- 
dressed him aa though he .were present, 
The incident was 'very" impressive arid 
brought teara to many eyea.
